Roles of Jane Wyman 
Show ‘Change of Pace’ 


Sports experts insist that a 
“change of pace” is the supreme 
mark of a pitcher and theatrical 
and film producers are as quick 
to declare that it’s the player 
capable of a “change of pace” 
who is most valuable. 

“That’s one reason, why Jane 
Wyman is considered a top prop- 
erty by Warner Bros. The stu- 
dio knows she can deliver, no 
matter how divergent the roles. 

Jane is best known, perhaps, 
as a pert, cute, wise-cracking 
girl, the type of babe she played 
in “The Doughgirls,” ‘Holly- 
wood Canteen,” “Princess 
O’Rourke” and “The Animal 
Kingdom.” But she proved to 
Hollywood that she was equally 
adept at strong, silent, dramatic 
roles when, as Ma Baxter in 
“The Yearling,” she was nomin- 
ated for an Academy Award. 


It is in the nature of the lat- 
ter type that Miss Wyman has 
been cast in Warners’ “Johnny 
Belinda,” coming soon to the 
Strand Theatre, in which she 
shares starring honors with Lew 
Ayres. 

As Belinda McDonald in the 
picture, Jane plays a poor little 
unwanted waif who slaves away 
her days as a woman of all 
work.

It’s a part that critics 
say many Hollywood girls would 
shy from, but Miss. Wyman 
claims it represents a challenge 
she’s eager to accept. 

“After all, I call myself an 
actress,” she smiles. “Well then, 
give me roles that call for real 
acting. That’s what I want.”

Besides the four principals, 
the cast is sparked with inter- 
esting names, McNally who hails 
from the Broadway stage, plays 
the villain in the film.

Lew Ayres Discusses 


His Career In Films 


Lew Ayres co-starring with 
Jane Wyman in “Johnny Belin- 
da,” due soon at the Strand The- 
atre, got his first chance to act 
in action pictures just 20 years 
ago. He says he didn’t think 
much of them. The money wasn’t 
right. 

At the time Lew played banjo 
in a little band in San Diego, 
California. A tiny motion pic- 
ture company came to town to 
film a comedy. 

Lew had always wanted to be 
an actor so he applied and was 
picked almost at once as the 
film’s juvenile, which happened 
to be about the most important 
role in the picture. 

Reminiscing on the set of 
“Johnny Belinda’ at Warner 
Bros. recently, Lew says, “I 
worked in every scene, from sun- 
up to sun-down for four days. 


We finished the thing and I 
got paid—$4.25 cash total. 

“T was making $100 a weak 
playing banjo so I immediately 
gave up the acting idea and re- 
turned to plunking strings. It 
wasn’t until a year later that 
I started looking for a job in 
films in earnest.” 

What followed is history. Lew 
was picked from the floor of the 
Roosevelt Hotel where he was 
dancing with his girl and offered 
a contract at MGM. There Greta 
Garbo chose him for her leading 
man in “The Kiss,” a role which 
was followed by another in the 
Academy Award winning “All 
Quiet On The Western Front,” 
and Lew Ayres’ career was 
launched. 

He plays a young doctor who 
befriends Jane Wyman in 
“Johnny Belinda” due Friday.

(Review) 


Jane Wyman Triumphs Opposite 
Lew Ayres in ‘Johnny Belinda’ 


Sheer artistry stamps Warner 
Bros.’ new drama, “Johnny Be- 
linda,” which co-stars the amaz- 
ing Jane Wyman and Lew 
Ayres. This unusual film opened 
yesterday at the Strand Thea- 
tre and captivated the audience 
with its dramatic impact and 
excitement. 

It is a simply-told tale of love 
and betrayal, and through the 
meritorious team work of all 
Warner departments, something 
rare has been turned out. 
Filmed in black and _ white 
against a stark coastline, many 
scenes of fleeting beauty have 
been captured by the camera. 
Then Miss Wyman’s triumphant 
performance is something spe- 
cial to get excited over. Hereto- 
fore, associated with glib char- 
acters, she completely submerg- 
es her personality into Belinda, 
the pathetic country lass, who is 
limited in self expression until 
love comes her way. It is.a 


challenge which many Holly- 
wood actreses would shun, but 
Miss Wyman meets it with su- 
perb skill. 

Casting Ayres opposite Miss 
Wyman in another asset. His 
quiet charm compliments her 
appeal, and he makes his doc- 
tor’s role impressive. Charles 
Bickford is another important 
member of the cast, playing Be- 
linda’s gruff father who is later 
killed. He is excellent. That 
sterling character actress 
Agnes Moorehead, is also present 
and one can expect some very 
fine acting from her. 

Two newcomers bow in also. 
Stephen McNally plays the 
heavy role here, and a stunning 
blonde actress, Jan Sterling, 
registers as the village belle. 

Briefly, the drama relates the 
plight of Belinda, who does most 
of the hard chores on her fath- 
er’s bleak farm. No one pays 
any attention to her and kind- 


ness is unknown to her, until 
the village doctor appears and 
tries to educate her. Her life 
takes on new interest, until one 
night a bully attacks her. Her 
life then becomes a public scan- 
dal and she is ostracized. She 
fights for her baby and kills her 
attacker. Placed on trial the 
doctor comes to her assistance 
in a most unusual climax. 
Throughout this emotional 
drama, Jean Negulesco has kept 
the warmth and appeal of Be- 
linda paramount. 

A last word for Miss Wyman. 
She has a beauty which is dif- 
ferent from any other actress 
of the screen, and her talent 
which has been expanding with 
leaps and bounds of late, comes 
into full stature here as Belinda. 
Her performance is flawless in 
its carefully timed creation. 
Others would have faltered as 
this unusual assignment, but 
Miss Wyman. She’s superb! 


BICKFORD LIKES 
10 FIGHT BUT— 


Charles Bickford thinks Steve 
McNally is a promising actor 
and a very nice guy indeed. But 
he wishes Steve would learn to 
fight—motion picture fashion. 

Bickford and McNally do 
mortal combat in Warner Bros.’ 
“Johnny Belinda,” which was 
shot at Fort Bragg, Calif. The 
script called for McNally to kill 
Bickford. 

Bickford has been fighting in 
films since 1929, when he did 
“Dynamite” for C. B. De Mille. 

Steve McNally is compara- 
tively new to motion pictures 
and camera-staged fights. Dur- 
ing shooting, therefore, he hit 
Bickford with everything loose. 
Bickford, who doesn’t claim to 
be young anymore, went around 
with a couple of shiners, and 
torn fingers.

Steve, who is big, husky and 
weighs in at 190, left Fordham 
to become a New York City 
lawyer, and from there he went 
on the stage. Hollywood claimed 
him next and at this moment 
he’s one of the cruelest villains 
on record in Warner Bros.’

Friday at the Strand. 

As such he assaults Jane 
Wyman and kills Jane’s father 
in the film, Charles Bickford.
